ANmJAL  REPORT  OF  TEIB  MEDICAL  OITICER  OP  HEALTH 


1959 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Belford 


Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  1959. 

Before  furnishing  you  with  the  Vital  Statistics  and  details  of  the 
work  done  during  the  year,  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  my  predecessor. 

Dr.  D.T.  McDonald,  who  so  ahly  and  loyally  carried  out  the  duties  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  thirty-five  years,  and  at  the  same  time 
proved  to  he  a friend  and  guide  to  his  patients  in  general  practice, 

I also  regarded  him  as  a sincere  friend  and  valued  his  advice  during 
the  relatively  short  time  I knew  him. 

In  contrast  to  the  majority  of  the  other  districts  in  North 
Northumberland,  the  estimated  mid-year  population  has  increased,  and 
reference  to  Table  5 on  page  7 v/ill  show  that  the  post-war  population 
has  remained  fairly  stable  and  in  excess  of  ilie  pre-war  level.  There 
was  also  a natural  increase,  as  births  exceeded  deaths  by  IZf-, 

The  birth  rate  of  l6,47  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  much  hi^er 
than  the  rate  for  1958  which  was  13.57;  or  nimierically,  births  increased 
from  68  to  83.  When  multiplied  by  the  Comparability  Factor  of  l,l6,  the 
rate  was  19.10,  which  is  an  adjusted  rate  allowing  roughly  for  any  differ- 
ence in  the  population  constitution  by  sex  and  age.  The  birth  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  16,5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Unfortunately  the  rise  in  the  birth  rate  coincided  with  rises  in  the 
stillbirth  and  infant  mortality  rates.  Stillbirths  went  up  from  1 to  4, 
giving  an  increased  rate  of  45.97  Per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  against 
the  national  rate  of  20,7.  The  infant  deaths  rose  from  1 to  2 giving  a 
rate  of  24.09  per  1,000  live  births  which  compares  with  the  national  rate 
of  22,0. 

It  is,  however,  difficult  to  assess  from  individual  years  the  standard 
of  health  and  trends,  because  of  small  numbers  which  correspondingly  can 
cause  wide  fluctuations  in  rates  each  year.  Consequently  I have  included 
in  this  report  a graph  showing  the  infant  mortality  rates  for  the  district 
from  1918  to  1959,  compared  them  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales 

for  the  same  period.  A veiy  favourable  trend  can  thus  be  noted. 

Deaths  increased  by  1 giving  a total  of  69  and  a crude  rate  of  I3.69. 
TiThen  multiplied  by  the  Comparability  Factor  of  0,85  the  rate  was  11,63 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  against  the  national  rate  of  11.6, 

The  principal  killer  v/as  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
which  accounted  for  67^  of  all  deaths.  Of  the  46  deaths  due  to  diseases 
in  this  group,  18  were  assigned  to  coronary  thrombosis,  which  thus  acco\anted 
for  26^  of  all  deaths. 

In  the  Registrar  General' s Decennial  Supplement  on  Area  Mortality, 
England  and  Wales,  1951,  the  distribution  of  coronary  artery  disease  is 
shown  graphically  in  regions,  and  the  hi^er  incidence  of  deaths  from 
this  cause  is  in  the  North.,  There  is  also  a definite  gradient  in  social 
classes  among  men  aged  20-64,  the  higher  incident  being  in  the  professional 
classes  and  lowest  in  the  partly  skilled  and  unskilled  occupations.  In 
this  age  group  married  women  do  not  shew  the  same  social  gradient. 
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It  is  therefore  interesting  to  note  that  the  deaths  in  the  same  age 
group  from  coronary  arteiy  disease,  v/hich  occurred  in  the  district,  are 
divided  in  the  Registrar  General’s  classification  of  occupational  groups 
as  follovra:-

The  Chief  Ltedical  Officer  in  the  Report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  1958  stated  "the  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  coronary  disease  has 
increased  by  nearly  a quarter  in  the  past  five  years.  It  is  probable 
that  much  of  this  increase  is  still  due  to  improved  diagnosis  of  cause 
of  death  and  ageing  of  the  population,  but  nevertheless  a real  increase 
vroiiLd  appear  to  be  taking  place." 

Cancer  v/as  the  second  major  cause  of  death,  of  all  deaths  being 
due  to  this  cause.  This  represented  a drop  of  8 deaths  v/hen  compared 
\Tith  1958,  and  a drop  of  7 with  1957  • The  majority  of  them  v/ere  female 
deaths:  in  1958  the  reverse  applied.  In  general,  there  has  been  a 
gradual  rise  in  the  number  of  cancer  deaths  between  I9I8  and  1959,  v/hich 
could  be  attributed  to  better  methods  of  diagnosis,  but  certainly  the 
figures  give  no  grounds  for  undue  concern. 

There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis,  and  only  1 nev/  case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified,  in  contrast  to  2 new  cases  and  no  death 
in  1958. 

Measles  and  whooping  cougja  v/ere  prevalent  during  the  year,  but 
fortunately  there  was  no  serious  sequela. 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  general  practitioners  and  health 
visitors  in  the  district,  the  level  of  primary  immunisation  among  the 
child  population  remains  high.:  the  figures  for  immunisation  against 
v/hooping  cou^,  diphtheria  and  tetanus  are  given  on  page  9.  Ibe  parents 
must  also  be  congratulated  for  bringing  their  children  to  the  clinics  and 
surgeries,  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  in  the  rural  district  it  is 
sometimes  very  difficult,  especially  viiere  transport  facilities  are  poor 
or  non-existant,  for  mothers  to  convey  their  young  children  to  the  nearest 
centre . 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  smallpox  vaccinations  exceeded 
the  number  of  primary  immunisations.  Poliomyelitis  vaccinations  v/ere 
also  at  a favourable  level,  and  the  figures  are  shown  in  the  table  belov/:-

A total  of  17,272  received  two  injections  since  the 
advent  of  the  scheme  to  31st  December,  1959.  Of  these, ^ 
12,940  received  their  third  injection,  approximately  75i^ 
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From  the  Inspector' s report  it  will  he  noted  that  I9  water  samples 
from  private  supplies  ■were  unsatisfactory.  Five  of  these  samples  -were 
taken  from  the  water  supply  to  Warenford  School,  and  the  Council  did 
consider  the  question  of  laying  a new  water  mains  so  that  this  school 
could  have  the  public  supply.  This  plan  entailed  laying  1200  yards  of 
mains,  whereas  it  was  concluded  that  under  the  Council's  District  Scheme, 
which  will  be  linked  with  the  Coquet  Vfater  Scheme,  the  lateral  main 
•would  pass  to  the  "westward  less  than  500  yards  from  the  school.  In  the 
circumstances,  therefore,  the  Council  felt  that  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  expedite  the  District  Scheme, 

The  beach  at  Beadnell  has  been  watched  carefully  since  complaints 
vrere  received  about  sewage  pollution,  and  samples  taken  of  sea  water 
at  different  states  of  the  tide  and  wind  have  so  far  not  shown  any 
evidence  of  serious  pollution.  However,  we  will  continue  to  keep  the 
position  under  observation. 

In  the  five  year  programme  of  slirni  clearance  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  during  1953,  '^ke  Council 
proposed  to  deal  VTith  6l  xinfit  houses.  This  programme  is  now  complete, 
althou^  it  will  be  seen  from  the  Housing  Section  of  the  Inspector' s 
report  that  I7  families  still  require  to  be  rehoused. 

This  is  the  first  Annual  Report  I have  made  to  you  since  my 
appointment  on  1st  Sep-tember,  1959,  and  I regret  that  the  length  of 
my  service  to  you  has  been  curtailed  by  ny  new  appoin’traent  in  Edinbiir^, 
The  short  time  I have  spent  working  for  the  Council  has  been  most 
interesting  and  enjoyable,  and  I would  like  to  esqpress  my  sincere  thanks 
to  members  of  the  Council  for  'the  interest  they  have  shown  in  my  work 
and  for  the  many  kindnesses  I have  received.  I -would  also  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  willing  co-operation  I have 
received  from  the  Clerk,  Surveyor/Public  Health  Inspector  and  other 
members  of  the  Council  staff.

In  all  cases  •v’ihere  water  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  consiimers 
are  informed  and  advised  to  boil  v/ater.  Attempts  are  also  made  to 
ascertain  cause,  with  in  view  remedial  measures. 


SEl'ffiRAQE 

Adverse  reports  on  samples  of  the  effluent  from  the  Belford  Disposal 
Works  were  received  throu^out  the  year.  This  is  to  be  expected,  as  they 
have  to  deal  with  from  60  - lOC^  excess  flaw  on  their  designed  capacity. 

There  was  a serious  complaint  of  sewage  pollution  of  the  beach  at 
Beadaell  in  August.  On  inspection,  as  soon  after  as  possible,  no  trace 
was  found.  Ten  samples  of  sea  v/ater  were  taken  in  November  and  December, 
and  the  maximum  count  reported  was  l600,  of  which  I70  were  of  faecal 
origin.  The  maxim-um  faecal  count  was  250,  The  beach  was  examined  at 
the  time  of  sampling,  and  on  eleven  other  occasions,  and  no  sign  of 
sewage  was  found, 

CAI.iPING  SITES 


There  are  fourteen  sites  of  v/hich  nine  are  approved.  In  general, 
the  sites  \rere  vrell  maintained.  Unauthorised  camping  on  the  links 
creates  a possible  danger  to  health  and  the  active  co-operation  of  ovmers 
is  needed  to  keep  this  daxm.
